Quickest and easiest method, is 
to visit Upland chamber of com- 
merce, but applicants are cau- 
tioned to bear in mind that the 
service ends at 4 p.m. Mrs, Frank 
C. Wiley, in charge of the license 
service, regrets that applications 
cannot be taken beyond 4 o’clock, 
but after the office closes at that 
time there is still two hours of 
bookkeeping work and time ne- 
cessary to count the day’s receipts 
and fill out necessary reports and 
forms, People are asked to bear 
this in mind and apply early to- 
morrow.

It also is pointed out that the 
license service is 12 days this year 
instead of 14 days, as last year. In 
view of this, the chamber of com- 
merce hag done a tremendous job 
this year, with 708 license receipts 
issued in ten days this year as 
compared with but 560 during the 
same period last year.

In other words, 
they will pass up Upland, where 
they possibly may be able to make 
only two or three calls, to work 
neighboring cities, where they can 
make 15 to 20 calls on a smaller 
license fee.”

“Personally, I have always op- 
posed the wholesalers license,” de- 
ciared one merchant, and his 
words were echoed by many more, 
“Regarding the loss of revenue to 
the city, it is not going to make 
much difference anyway; they are 
just going to quit coming anyway. 
Over one-half of my wholesalers 
have quit coming ‘already, and I 
have paid the licenses of others 
to get them to keep coming. Re- 
peal or retention of the license 
is going to be a big factor as to 
what foods people are going to 

to get from now on.”

OF RANGERS WORK 


Members of the Upland Parent- 
Teacher association admitted a 
greatly increased appreciation of 
the work done by the forest rang- 
ers after they heard an address 
by Ranger D. M. Tucker at the 
association meeting held Wednes- 
day afternoon in the Upland Ele- 
mentary school auditorium. 

Ranger Tucker, of San Bernar- 
dino, spoke on the duties of the 
forest ranger and his explanation 
of the rangers’ work also was a 
revelation of the value of their 
service. 

Mr. Tucker read excerpts from 
a diary kept by a veteran ranger 
and the day by day account of 
his work showed the surprising 
number. of things a ranger must 
know and do. 

He must be thoroughly famil- 
iar with all mountain and forest 
lore; he must know all species of 
trees, their diseases and enemy 
parasites; he must ‘treat’ infect- 
ed trees, mark those to be remov- 
ed, replant burned over areas, 
all fire hazards, keep 
streams cleared, be a caretaker 
for the wild animals, often feed- 
ing them when their food supply 
is scarce. And in addition to all 
these things and many more, he 
must be both guard and guide 
for the thousands of people who 
enter the mountains. 

Giving a visual explanation of 
his talk, Ranger Tucker showed 
very excellent motion pictures of 
rangers at work in the forests.

ORDINANCE NO. 337 | 





An Ordinance Prohibiting or Reg- 
ulating the Use of Certain Gar- 
bage as a Fertilizer on Agricul- 
tural Lands. 


The City Council of the City of 
Upland does ordain as follows: 

Section One. For the purpose 
of this Ordinance the term “gar- 
bage’” shall include garbage as 
ordinarily defined, or swill, refuse, | 
vegetable matter, offal, and pig 
manure alone or intermingled 
with any of the foregoing; and 
relates to that type of garbage ! 
designated commercially as “wet” 
garbage, as well as to ground, 


{ 


A! processed or “dry” garbage. | 


Section Two. The use of gar- | 
bage having a moisture content 
in excess of twenty per cent as 
a fertilizer on groves or in any 
agricultural pursuit in the City | 
of Upland is hereby declared ay 
nuisance and’ prohibited, 

Section Three. In any prosecu- 
tion for alleged violation of the | 
provisions of this Ordinance, it } 
shall be sufficient to warrant con- 
viction if proof is made that the 
moisture content of any such gar- 
bage exceeds twenty per cent, by 
weight or volume. The test to 
determine such moisture content 
shall be made under fair and reas- 
onable conditions, and ff such 
moisture content has been aug-j; 
mented by rainfall or other like 
natural means after any such 
garbage was deposited upon any 
of said groves of agricultural 
land, that factor shall be given 
due consideration. 

Section Four. The use of wet 
garbage, or of processed or treat- 
ed or dry grabage, not having a 
moisture content in excess of 
twenty per cent, is permissible, 
but in all such cases the same 
shall be effectually plowed under 
within forty-eight hours from the 
time the same is deposited on the 
land. The term “plowed” shall | 
include disking, harrowing, or any 
other like means that effectually 
accomplishes the purpose. 

Section Five. Violation of any 
provision of this Ordinance shall 
constitute a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof any per- 
son, firm or corporation shall be 
fined not to exceed $3800.00, or 
may be imprisoned in the county 
jail for a period not exceeding 
thirty days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment, 

Section Six. It is also hereby 
made unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation to sell or de- 
liver in the City of Upland, or to 
deliver and deposit upon any agri- 
cultural lands therein, any gar- 
bage having a moisture content 
in excess of twenty per cent by 
weight or volume; and upon con- 
viction thereof, in addition to any 
penalties imposed as hereinbefore 
provided, the license of any such 
person, firm or corporation to sell, 
handle, or deliver garbage or 
other fertilizers within the City 
of Upland, shall be cancelled, and 
no other license for that purpose 
Shall be issued to any such per- 
son, firm or corporations for a 
period of at least one year there- 
from. 

Section Seven. Nothing in this 
Ordinance contained, however, : is 
intended to make lawful, and as 
not constituting a nuisance, that 
which in any other proceeding in } 
a court having jurisdiction, or j 
otherwise, is alleged or proven to 
be a nuisance in fact, either pub- 
lic or private; and the permission 
herein granted is not intended as 
@ sanction or authorization, but 
is only intended to define that 
which is made a misdemeanor, 
hereunder. 

Section Eight. The Clerk shall
